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Two hundred years ago in Gloucester, England, a 
newspaper publisher by the name of Robert Raikes was 
concerned not only that the boys in the town’s slum 
area learn their three R’s, but that they be taught the 
Word of God. As a result of this concern, the first 
Sunday School was.established. 

No testimonies have been passed down relating to 
the lives of the boys who attended this first Sunday 
School, but from this outreach God ignited a flame that 
gave birth to a great movement that would reach 
around the world and play an important role in the 
building of His Kingdom. 

Any adult who has had the advantages of a Chris- 
tian upbringing can recall, and sometimes with humor, 
the varied settings which have been utilized for Sunday 
School classrooms. With the improvements that have 
been made in church facilities in recent decades, to- 
day’s younger generation knows little of Sunday 
School classes that have been conducted in the par- 
sonage kitchen, living room, on the front or back porch, 
under a staircase, in an automobile, or in a church 
hallway or unfinished basement. Several decades ago 
air conditioning in churches was unheard of and cen- 
tral heating was not always enjoyed in many situations. 
Thus one was sometimes taught under unbelievable 
circumstances because pastors and workers refused to 
allow these conditions (which they could not alter at 
the time) to deter them from the mandate to teach 
God’s Word. 

Younger generations may wonder how anything 
could have been accomplished under such circum- 


stances. But the Word, which is powerful and

The Sunday School, as an agency, is now 200 
years old. How thrilling to think of the millions 
who have found Jesus Christ through this min- 
istry.

Christ through systematic instruction offered 
by the Sunday School, the importance of this 
agency in the Christian education ministry of 
the local church becomes clear. In every gener- 
ation during the past two centuries, the “gift” of 
teaching has had great opportunity to be used 
in the Sunday School, which has developed 
great leaders for the church. Also, many out- 
standing leaders who have shaped the history 
of our country bear testimony to having learned 
Christian principles in a Sunday School. 
Regardless of what we call the Sunday 
School, and in spite of the rapid changes, the 
many discussions, the adamant stand of gener- 
ations, and the laying aside and restoring to its 
place again, the Sunday School will continue to 
stand in 1980 as the major avenue of systematic 
Bible teaching in the local church. For many 
congregations it is still the best means to com- 
municate the Christian faith and life to the 
greatest number of people. It continues for 
most local churches to be the one educational 
agency touching every age group in the 
community.

the Bible itself. Throughout Bible times and 
church history, the groupings and locations for 
teaching have changed, but the emphasis has — 
not.

Since that time, there _ 
has been a continual drop in our national popu- — 
lation of children and, consequently, for many © 
Sunday Schools the enrollment has declined. A 
recent survey does reveal, however, that Pen- 
tecostals are growing significantly in Sunday 
School attendance. This is especially true of — 
those who have placed a renewed emphasis on _ 
adults, where there has been a whopping 40 
percent increase nationally among young 
adults, alone, during the last dozen years. So 
there is evidence that Sunday Schools can grow — 
in enrollment and attendance in spite of the — 
fact that only about 20 percent of our U.S. pop-— 
ulation is 13-years old and younger.

Our church is firmly committed to a strong | 
Christian education for every age group. By this | 


we mean discovering together what the Bible 
has to say about our relationship to God and 
with each other in ‘the context of life. Head 
knowledge of God’s Word is not enough; we all 
need to see its practical application in interper- 
sonal relationships. We believe the Sunday 
School provides the right channel for this op- 
portunity to study together in peer groups. 

Even while the Sunday morning 8 o'clock 
church service is still in progress, the Christian 
Education building begins to come alive with 
activity. Teachers are setting up their class- 
rooms for the morning teaching time, and the 
children are beginning to gather early for that 
extra time of talking with the Superintendent or 
teacher, or getting involved in an individual 
time of craft, Bible puzzles, listening to records 
or helping. Nothing ties a child into the family 
of God like love, and our teachers have an 
abundance of that currency to share. What bet- 
ter time to share this love than during the Sun- 
day School hour when teachers can relate at 
the learning level of each child. 

Is Sunday School effective for high school- 
ers? many ask today. The High School Depart- 
ment gained in average attendance over the 
summer months at Florence Avenue Church. 
Many young people attended even when par- 
ents went on vacation. They find fellowship 
and Bible teaching that relates to their particu- 
lar problems. More important, they find teach- 
ers who care deeply enough about them to 
become involved by praying and counseling 
with them. 

Over one-half of our active enrollment is in 
the Adult Department which is made up of 
eight classes from which an adult may choose. 
We have no policy, such as age or sex catego- 
ries, limiting these adults from moving from 
one class to another. This, in effect, provides an 
elective system without destroying the basic 
Koinonia of a class. Most adults, however, soon 
find a class that meets their needs, and they 
become an active participant in it. Our adult 
classes stress the importance of fellowship be- 
fore and during the class, as well as providing 
many social activities outside the classrooms.

Rediscovering the Ministry of Intercession 


“Our people have accepted God's call to in- 
tercession,’’ states Reverend Paul McEachern, 
pastor of El Paso, Texas Foursquare Church. 
Prayer plays a vital role in the life of El Paso 
Church. This body of believers prays not only 
on behalf of the church, but also for specific 
nations and specific areas of government, as 
well as areas of battle against the powers of 
darkness. Because of prayer, El Paso Four- 
square Church has realized growth and is an 
important influence in its community. 

Chartered in 1939, Reverend and Mrs. Paul 
McEachern have served as its pastors since 


_ 1953. For the first 20-22 years of their pastorate, 
_ the McEacherns saw at least 55 percent of the 
| congregation move out of the city every year. 


They even had as many as 40 people from the 
congregation move from the area in a six-week 
period. Although there is a military base lo- 
cated in El Paso, the turnover included many 
civilians as well as military personnel. This re- 


* quired gaining 55 percent just to keep the atten- 


dance even. “It was sometimes rather discour- 
aging, but in the last three or four years, God 
has been very gracious to us, and our church 
has more than doubled, probably tripled, in at- 
tendance,” shares Pastor McEachern. “I praise 
the Lord for that. I believe the fact that the peo- 
ple have been seeking God has contributed to 


. the growth of the church. They have come into 
@ a real time of worship and praise before the 


Lord. As a result, they have contacted others 
and brought them into the church.

Charles and Nelwyn 
Gosling, former missionaries to FI 
Salvador, met the boys and helped 
to get them settled with the father’s 
relatives. In Managua, many who 
were homeless were able to use the 
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church and parsonage as shelter. 
Above all, the needy were minis- 
tered to, spiritually, as every means 
was utilized to point them to a loving 
Heavenly Father Who cared for 
them.

II Kings 2:13—‘‘He took up also the mantle of 
Elijah that fell from him and went back, and 
stood by the bank of Jordan.” 

The Word of God tells us that Elijah held a 
great responsibility in his ministry as he told of 
God's judgments and powers. The horses and 
chariots of fire speak of Elijah’s fiery message. 
His life came and went like a whirlwind. It 
ended quite significantly on this earth, for God 
whisked him away to heaven with a mighty 
closing scene (II Kings 2:11). 

The ending of Elijah’s earthly life was not, 
however, the ending of God’s power. For man, 
alone, does not do the mighty things; it is God in 
man (Phil. 2:13). This one life was now gone, 
but the beginning ministry of another life was 
to begin. Elisha would now carry on the re- 
sponsibilities of ministry laid down by his for- 
mer teacher, Elijah. 

As the weight of this new responsibility be- 
gan to break on Elisha’s heart and mind, and as 
he saw that in himself he could not do the un- 
finished task, it broke his heart. The Bible tells 
us that he took hold of his own clothes and tore 
them apart (II Kings 2:12 NASB). God’s respon- 
sibilities in us are not easy ones, but He prom- 
ises us His power to do them (Eph. 1:19,20). This 
does not mean that we are not to feel responsi- 
bility; we certainly are. We are responsible to 
carry out our tasks as Christian workers and 
Christian witnesses, but in order to do this, we 
are to allow God’s power to work through us 
showing us it is His task to build His Kingdom 
through us (I Cor. 3:10). 

Elijah, through his ministry and prayer life, 
had been a protector of Israel. Elisha realized 
the position that Elijah had over Israel and the 
fear of responsibility overwhelmed him. The 
renting of his garments (II Kings 2:12) indicated 
Elisha’s recognition of his own inability. It 
spoke of his brokenness before God and his 
appeal to God for divine strength. 

How grateful I am to know that God already 
knows our inabilities, for He made us. He 
knows our insufficiencies, for He created us. 
All He wants is for us to come before Him bro- 
ken and humble and ask for His divine strength 
to empower us. 

There is a beautiful sign here of Elisha ac- 
cepting the responsibility of continuing the 
work of Elijah, and it is shown to us when 
Elisha picked up the mantle of Elijah. The 
mantle was a loose coat thrown about the 
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shoulders and had become reco, 
dress of the Prophets of Jehovah. | 
tered into that office accepting the gift of prop 
ecy, not by proof in his own life, but by sir 
faith.
